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Sandown Ponders Plans to 
Fund New Police Station

SANDOWN -What vot- 
ers will have the chance to 
decide on when it comes to 
how quickly they'll see the 
construction of a new 
police station is still being 
considered by police chief 
Joe Gordon and the board 
of selectmen. 

Gordon met with the 
board Monday, Dec. 10 to 
gather opinions on how he 
should move forward this 
year. 

For the past three years, 
voters have approved annu- 
al installments of $176,000 
for the new station. The 
plan has been that those 
installments, put away in a 
capital reserve fund, would 
add up and put the station 
in purchasing reach by 2014. 
However, as for everything 



else, inflation has had a say, 
and the price tag for new 
police stations has grown 
about 3 percent a year. 

A new plan has the cost 
of the station totaling 
$952,700, according to Gor- 
don. The initial estimate in 
2009 dollars was $880,000. 

Without interest, there's 
$528,000 in the capital 
reserve fund, leaving an 
outstanding balance of 
$424,700. 

Gordon is pondering the 
value of biting the bullet 
and raising the remainder of 
the funding this year vs. 
taking a further hit on infla- 
tion if the town continues 
on its current $176,000 per 
year path. He met with the 
selectmen this week to dis- 
cuss the issue. 

Gordon has been look- 
ing at areas to remove from 
the proposed design to 



bring down the remaining 
cost to an amount reason- 
able to ask for in a single tax 
year. While Gordon said the 
station's design is a good 
one, some items could be 
considered "wants," not 
"needs." 

He offered up an im- 
pound lot fence at $18,400, 
paneling in the interview 
room at $2,700, and a gen- 
erator deemed "overkill" for 
the station at about $10,000. 
Also removed were radiant 
heated floors in the garage's 
cement slab. 

Those cuts bring the price 
down to about $393,000, but 
it's still a figure Gordon is 
not comfortable putting on 
the warrant as a chief or tax- 
payer. He asked the board 
what cost they'd be com- 
fortable with if he could 
find more to cut.

Chester School Board Cuts 
Budget to 2.3 Percent Increase

CHESTER - Noting con- 
cern with a budget proposal 
showing a 4.4 percent in- 
crease, the school board 
worked to remove some of 
those expenses. By the end 
of the night at their Wed- 
nesday, Dec. 5 meeting, 
board members had cut that 
percentage increase by about 
half, working with sugges- 
tions from administration. 

The school board has 
twice formally reviewed the 
budget, after superintend- 
ent Jim Gaylord and finan- 
cial manager Annmarie 
Scribner worked with 
Chester Academy principal 
Leslie Leahy and her staff to 
develop the numbers. 

A look at the bottom 
line shows the budget in- 
creased by 4.4 percent, but a 



closer look reveals that 
mandated costs increased 
that bottom line by about 8 
percent and costs elsewhere 
were reduced to keep that 
figure down. 

And though the board 
was throwing around the 4 
percent number, by the end 
of the meeting that percent- 
age had dropped to about 
2.3 percent. 

Gaylord said the budget 
was one of the tightest he 
had created in his years as a 
superintendent for many 
districts. 

That 4.4 percent am- 
ounted to approximately 
$125,000. 

To allow the board room 
to work with the numbers, 
administration presented 
some areas where cuts 
could be made. They were 
divided into two tiers, tier 
one, which Leahy said 



would not impact students, 
and tier two, which would 
have impact. 

After some discussion 
the board agreed to remove 
most of the tier one items, 
which included such things 
as $12,000 for interactive 
white boards and about 
$15,000 for out-of-district 
bus service for special edu- 
cation students (a sum spe- 
cial education director Jana 
Ruiz offered). 

The board also removed 
some of the items listed in 
tier two, including a new 
kiln for art class and new 
playground equipment for 
the preschool program, 
both relatively low cost 
items that board members 
hoped could be purchased 
out of surplus instead. 

Also included in tier 
one was Gaylord's salary 
continued on page 15

Zoning Board Denies Rehearing 
for Two-Lot Subdivision

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment (ZBA) has denied a 
motion for a rehearing of 
Scott Lancaster's request for 
a variance to permit a two- 
lot subdivision on a private 
road off Lighthouse Lane. 

The original denial came 
Nov. 1. At that time, the 
ZBA denied his request for a 
variance because it would 
have had frontage on a pri- 



vate road. The Hampstead 
Zoning Ordinance calls for 
frontage to be on an accept- 
ed and approved town road. 

The board discussed 
Este Road, the private road 
that would have the 
frontage, and listened to 
abutters and residents of the 
immediate neighborhood. 
The road was described as a 
single lane gravel road that 
is more of a driveway or 
path. Planning Board Chair- 
man Randy Clark testified 
to the ZBA that this would 



be an inappropriate subdivi- 
sion and premature for this 
location. 

The abutters and neigh- 
bors raised concerns about 
increased traffic over the 
single lane gravel road and 
safety issues. 

While Lancaster and 
surveyor James Lavelle of 
Lavelle Associates contend- 
ed at the November hearing 
that the addition of one 
more dwelling would not 
have a negative impact and

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Hampstead Historic Commission Fine Tunes Budgets

HAMPSTEAD - With 
the final look at budgets 
looming, the Historic Dis- 
trict Heritage Commission 
examined its budgets for the 
Old Meeting House and the 
Historical Museum building 
and made some hard deci- 
sions. 

At last week's meeting, 



the commission decided 
that if Dave Dupouy could 
get the commission a bill by 
Dec. 17 for work to be done 
both on the Old Meeting 
House front doors and the 
columns at the Historical 
Museum building, they 
would encumber what is left 
in the current budget. 

According to Select- 
woman and commission 
member Priscilla Lindquist, 



"There is $556.81 left in the 
Museum Maintenance bud- 
get. Dupouy thinks he can 
disassemble the doors, work 
on the bottom 12 inches by 
popping the pegs and 
replacing the damaged por- 
tions. There is $2,209.41 left 
in the Museum Maintenance 
budget. Dupouy will look at 
the columns and get us a fig- 
ure on what can be done on 
them." 



Rob Morris suggested a 
warrant article, not for this 
year but possibly for next 
year, to replace the air con- 
ditioning and furnace at the 
museum. This will give the 
commission time to figure 
out what is needed. 

Looking ahead, the com- 
mission decided to reduce 
the maintenance line in the 
Meeting House budget from 
$10,000 to $5,000, and 



increase the Historical 
Museum maintenance line 
from $3,000 to $6,000, with 
a savings to the town of 
$2,000 from the two bud- 
gets for next year over this 
year's budget. 

In other business, Lind- 
quist told the commission 
that the family of the holder 
of the Boston Post Cane has 
returned the replica cane to 
the Town Office but he is 



still the oldest resident. 
Linda Ross returned the 
Boston Post Cane awarded 
to her father, Joseph Gauthi- 
er, 95, in March as the oldest 
Hampstead resident, saying 
he has left the state for a 
nursing facility. The board 
said the Historical Society 
would hold the cane in his 
name. The original cane is 
held in a secure case in the 
Museum.

rapid composting of food 
waste while producing high 
quality compost soil, and is 
self-contained and nearly 
odorless. The children have 
observed the life cycle of the 
worms and the habitat 
worms need for survival. 

In the Art Studio, the 
kindergarteners worked as a 
team to create a mural to 
represent the compost 
process, allowing creative 
expression for their learning 
and visually reinforcing the 
science concepts they have 
studied. The students creat- 
ed a backdrop of soil done 
by a sponge painting tech- 
nique and added sand for a 
"dirt-like" texture. Then 
they added three-dimen- 
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sional red wiggler worms 
and fruit and veggie prints 
made with real vegetables 
for their mural worms to 
compost. 

The concept of the hori- 



zon line then came to life 
as the children imagined 
sprouts emerging from the 
soil and used finger printing 
to create the sprouts along 
the horizon line of the 



mural. 

The Kindergarteners' 
"Compost Mural," as well as 
other student artwork, is on 
display at the Hampstead 
Public Library.

Selectman Chair Steve 
Brown said the cost to a tax- 
payer for the new station 
was just one cost among 
many on the warrant, and 
he was in favor of breaking 
up the remaining cost into 
two more installments. 

"I'd rather do $176,000 
this year and try next year 
to complete the project," 
said Brown. "It might be a 
lot easier to bite off." 

Selectman Jim Devine 



said he'd like to see both a 
$176,000 article plus an 
article with the remaining 
figure so that voters could 
decide what they wanted to 
do. 

Selectman Brenda Copp 
said she could go along with 
having two articles, as 
Devine suggested, if Gordon 
could cut the proposal "to 
the bone." 

Brown cautioned that 
Gordon should not cut so 
much from the project that 
the final result would be 
lackluster. 



The board members 
asked Gordon to meet with 
them again after he has 
again gone through the 
numbers. 

In other business Mon- 
day night: 

• The board approved 
the recreation department's 
plan to use $1,000 from its 
community line to help buy 
additional pieces of play- 
ground equipment, some- 
thing recreation director 
Deb Brown and commission 
chair Ron Dulong said were 
needed. 
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Chester School Board Considers Shifting Staff to Higher Grades

CHESTER - Concern 
over a decision in 2011 to 
cut teaching positions at 
Chester Academy has 
stayed on the radar of many 
residents ever since, and 
now that budget season has 
arrived, there has been talk 
about ways to mitigate some 
of the higher class sizes that 
were the result of those 
decisions. 

Parent Christy Perfetto 
raised the issue during pub- 
lic comment at the Dec. 6 
school board meeting but 



principal Leslie Leahy was 
also set to discuss the issue 
during her report to the 
board. 

Perfetto said she has a 
student in the fourth grade 
and asked whether the 
board was discussing any 
way to bring down the class 
sizes in the fifth grade next 
year to make the experience 
better for everyone. 

Chair Royal Richardson 
said the board and adminis- 
tration were aware that their 
decision to cut positions 
would affect the age group 
referenced by Perfetto 
because of the school's pop- 



ulation statistics. While 
overall population at the 
school is dropping as suc- 
cessive new classes enter 
the system, there's a "bub- 
ble" in the upper grades. 

"That's the bubble," 
responded Richardson. "It's 
definitely an issue we recog- 
nize as a problem." 

Richardson added that it 
was a matter the board was 
looking to address in the 
coming year. 

For her part Leahy pre- 
sented a document to the 
board outlining projected 
2013/2014 enrollment and 
the resulting student/teach- 



er ratio, plus scenarios to 
shift those ratios. 

Currently the district 
has a recommended cap on 
the number of students per 
teacher in each grade. 
Those are: 18 students each 
in grades one through three, 
20 students in grade four 
and 25 students each in the 
sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades. 

Projected 2013/2014 
class sizes are: 11 to 12 per 
teacher in first grade, 12 to 
13 in second grade, 18 to 19 
in third grade, 16 to 17 in 
fourth grade, 25 to 26 in 
fifth grade, 21 to 22 in sixth 



grade, 17 to 25 in seventh 
grade and 19 to 22 in eighth 
grade. 

Leahy presented two 
scenarios for the board's 
review. The first would shift 
one teaching position away 
from both the first and sec- 
ond grades to allow for an 
additional position in 
grades five and six. The sec- 
ond plan would shift just 
one position away from 
grade two to add a position 
in grade five. 

The shifts would bring 
down class sizes in fifth 
grade to 19 or 20 students 
per teacher, and in sixth 



grade to 16 to 17. Class 
sizes in the early grades 
would rise to 17 or 18 and 
18 or 19 consecutively. 

Leahy noted that be- 
cause elementary teachers 
are certified to teach multi- 
ple grades, she could work 
with them to move staff 
throughout first through 
sixth grade. 

"We have some flexibili- 
ty to address the bubble," 
said Leahy. 

No decision was made 
last week, but the board 
agreed to continue to look 
into the matter. 



Selectmen to Fine Property Owners Over House Numbering

SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen has agreed to 
send out fines to property 
owners who have yet to 
abide by the town's house 
numbering ordinance. 

The ordinance has been 
on the books since the 
1980s but only in the last 
year has it again been 
actively enforced. 

At the last Town Meeting, 
emergency responders asked 
the public through warrant 
article to establish the E-911 
numbering system, which 
would have placed reflective 
numbers in the right of way 
in front of each lot, but that 



was voted down. 

During deliberative ses- 
sion some said it wasn't the 
government's role to tell 
them to number their hous- 
es in that way and called for 
the enforcement of the long 
dormant system instead. 

Since then the board of 
selectmen has been going 
though the process of 
enforcing the old code, and 
while a couple rounds of let- 
ters have gone out to prop- 
erty owners out of compli- 
ance, about 36 properties 
with buildings on them still 
don't have the numbers. 

The 1987 warrant article 
that adopted the ordinance 
reads, "To see if the town 
will vote to adopt the fol- 



lowing ordinance; Any 
dwelling not having the des- 
ignated house number 
located at a non-obscured 
site visible from public right 
of way shall be subject to a 
$25 fine payable to the 
town. Said monies shall be 
used to purchase and locate 
said number." 

The board agreed at 
Monday night's meeting to 
send out the $25 fines to 
those property owners. 

If the owners still refuse to 
put up the number, the matter 
would have to go to court. 
Though the cost of bringing 
the matter through district 
court would cost more than 
the fine, some selectmen were 
willing to do so. 



Selectman Brenda Copp 
said the costs of the court 
process shouldn't be heavily 
weighed, as it was the town's 
responsibility to enforce the 
rules. "If they just say we're 
not going to do it, then it's 
up to us to make them com- 



ply, even if it costs us more," 
said Copp. 

The selectmen set Feb. 1 
as the due date for the fines. 
After the fines come in, the 
highway department will be 
responsible for putting up 
sign posts with numbers in 



the town's right of way. 

On the accounting end 
of things, the board created 
a new line in the public 
works budget to allow for 
the collection of the fines, 
and increased revenue to 
offset the line by $450.

Think Outside the Box 



Londonderry is puzzling over 
whether to hire a replacement for for- 
mer community development director 
Andre Garron, or instead to divide his 
duties among staff already in house, or 
perhaps contract out his job. 

Derry, with an experienced plan- 
ning director of more than two 
decades, has tried various contracted 
groups for economic development - 
the former Derry Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation as well as private 
groups and individuals. 

Right now, both towns are handling 
planning issues with their current staff. 
Businesses continue to settle in to spots 
along Route 28 near the new Walmart 
Supercenter in Derry, and we're not 
hearing that business is dead in Lon- 
donderry, only that funding continues 
to be needed to develop Pettengill Road. 

So we suggest that before going out 
and hiring for such a job, especially in 
these slow economic times, keeping 
things the way they are may be the ideal 
solution. 

The towns now share a revitalized 
Greater Derry Londonderry Chamber of 
Commerce to promote the area. Derry's 
town administrator is appropriately 
involved in the town's commercial 
development, and there's only so many 
times that a study needs to be done to 
see whether Derry needs more parking 
downtown. Meanwhile, Londonderry is 
in an ideal position - it is hiring for a 



new town manager, and can clearly 
incorporate economic development 
activities into that job description. 

But there's also more to consider. 
Garron was the town's community 
development director, and community 
development incorporates far more 
than bringing in new business - or it 
certainly should. 

Conservation opportunities and 
other amenities as well as an understand- 
ing of demographics play a significant 
role in what makes a community, and 
looking at Garron's job, for example, as 
focusing only on bringing in new busi- 
ness does not bode well for a considera- 
tion of overall community life. Providing 
information about available sites for 
industry or business, in today's comput- 
er age, is not brain surgery. 

In years past, money has been spent 
freely on hiring staff. In the new econo- 
my under which we live, what London- 
derry School Superintendent Nate 
Greenberg calls the "New Normal," 
when management staff leave, it's 
appropriate to assess their duties and 
expectations, as well as what they were 
able to accomplish, and evaluate 
whether the salary and benefits that 
would be spent on a new hire actually 
justify filling the post. 

It's kind of like zero-based budget- 
ing. Does the town need to fill the job? 
That's not a flippant question, and it 
deserves more than a knee-jerk answer. 
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Capital Reserve Funds 

To the editor: 

As more of our citizens 
reach retirement age they 
face a seemingly simple 
question: "Do I have 
enough money saved to 
retire?" Determining life- 
style needs and desires for 
most of us is the simple part 
of the answer. Knowing 
how much these things will 
cost 3, 5 or 20 years from 
now is an educated guess at 
best. Inflation continuously 
eats away at our savings as 
it takes more of our money 
to buy the same goods. 

This same challenge 
exists with Capital Reserve 
Funds - specifically trying 
to predict what the inflation 
rate will be on an item that 
is to be purchased in the

future. In order to purchase 
an item in the desired time 
frame, a certain percentage 
needs to be added to the 
savings plan to adjust for 
rising prices. 

Reserve funds have an 
appeal to many, as there are 
no interest charges that 
come with borrowing. The 
smaller payments into such 
funds are easier to manage 
than raising the cash to 
make a one-time payment. 
But there's no free lunch 
here. 

A one-time payment or 
a bond will lock in the cur- 
rent price while the final 
price that will be paid using 
a capital reserve fund will 
fluctuate with market con- 
ditions. In the event of ris- 
ing prices, like we are now 
starting to see with con- 



struction materials, the cap- 
ital reserve fund is likely to 
be more expensive than 
doing a one-time payment 
or issuing a bond. 

An additional downside 
to government capital 
reserve funds is they often 
are invested in very safe, 
low yielding investments. 
We as individuals have 
more investment options 
and can likely realize higher 
investment yields than the 
government. 

But as individual taxpay- 
ers, we must understand 
that the day will come when 
our town will need to make 
purchases and that having 
well run, up-to-date facili- 
ties is an investment more 
than an expense.

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Homeless Program Seeks Donations

CHESTER - Those out 
and about in Chester in the 
coming weeks may notice 
small boxes on countertops 
put there by Family Promise 
of Greater Rockingham 
County and asking for extra 
change. In just a couple of 
years, the group has made 
progress in organizing local 
churches to create a pro- 
gram for homeless families 
to have a roof over their 
heads and support to get 
back on their feet, and with 
plans to start up early next 
year, Family Promise is 
seeking more help from the 
community on the financial 
end of things. 

Mary Hamblett, long- 
time food pantry director 
and member of the Chester 
Congregational and Baptist 
Church, has been dropping 
off the "House of Change" 
boxes around town, any- 
where they'll let her, she 
said. 

For the last couple of 
years, local congregations, 
through the Interfaith Hos- 
pitality Network, have been 
organizing to help the 



homeless in local communi- 
ties. Participating congrega- 
tions will use their existing 
facilities and built in volun- 
teer base to provide shelter, 
meals and support. 

While places of faith are 
the backbone of the pro- 
gram, it's not described as a 
religious one. 

The plan calls for each of 
15 participating congrega- 
tions to open their doors for 
a week at a time to provide 
food and a place to sleep at 
night. During the day the 
group will be transported by 
bus to Calvary Bible Church 
in Derry, where the families 
can shower, do laundry and 
care for preschool-aged chil- 
dren. Volunteers will pro- 
vide family support services 
geared to moving the people 
toward independence. Im- 
portant in that support is 
simply having an address 
where employers and others 
can contact them. 

According to the group, 
families are the fastest grow- 
ing portion of the homeless 
population, with at least 158 
in the area Family Promise 
is looking to serve. That's up 
from 78 in 2010. Family 
Promise's Interfaith Hospi- 



tality Network will serve 
Salem, Derry, Atkinson, 
Auburn, Chester, Danville, 
Fremont, Hampstead, King- 
ston, Londonderry, Newton, 
Pelham, Plaistow, Raymond, 
Sandown, and Windham. 

Welfare directors in local 
towns often note that find- 
ing a place for homeless 
families to stay is a daunting 
task because there are no 
shelters in the area. Those 
without a good family sup- 
port network often end up 
in motels. Not only does 
that cost the taxpayers sig- 
nificantly, but Family Prom- 
ise also points to the added 
difficulty and life disruption 
such a situation entails. 

A bus has been acquired 
by the group, along with 
about 40 percent of the first 
year's operating budget. To 
make the plan a success, 
fund raising continues, and 
the group is asking for mun- 
icipalities' support through 
donations. The Houses of 
Change is a way for local 
residents to help out as well. 

The anticipated opening 
date is in January.

Depot Crossing Moving Ahead

HAMPSTEAD - The 
bond for erosion and sedi- 
mentation for the Depot 
Crossing project on the 
Hampstead/Derry line has 
been set at $130,000, with 
the engineering performance 
bond set at $2,500. This 
means the developers of the 
project can begin to think in 
terms of getting started. 

At the recent Planning 
Board meeting, chair Randy 
Clark cautioned the devel- 
opers that they also need to 
obtain state approvals of 
water and sewer and get a 



water supply approval from 
the Town of Derry before 
any dirt can be moved. 

The developers must 
now get the bonds in place 
and obtain an easement to 
cross the Derry property for 
the water to come from a 
well they propose to sink in 
Derry. According to Julia 
Forbes, the developers will 
not be getting a permit to 
tear up Hampstead/Derry 
Road for the water line 
work until spring. 

The Planning Board also 
reiterated that there could be 
no expansion to the Depot 
Crossing plan without its 
returning to the Planning 



Board, as this was a condi- 
tion of approval. Under town 
ordinances, a project can 
increase in size so long as it 
is 1,200 square feet or less, 
but in this instance no 
expansion without coming 
before the Planning Board 
again will be allowed. 

In other business, the 
board learned that Win- 
chester Heights, a develop- 
ment that has been being 
put off month after month, 
is now moving forward. At 
the recent Planning Board 
meeting, Clark was in- 
formed that the develop- 
ment has four house foun- 
dations already in place.

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Sandown Man Arrested on Copper Burglaries in Four Towns

SANDOWN - A San- 
down man has been arrest- 
ed on multiple burglary 
charges in four towns for 
allegedly stealing copper 
piping from unoccupied 
homes. 

Teddy Willette, 32, 104 



Hampstead Road was re- 
cently charged with three 
counts of burglary and three 
counts of criminal mischief 
by Sandown police because 
of the copper thefts. In 
addition he is facing two 
felony counts for burglary 
in Hampstead and one 
count each for burglary 
from Atkinson and Plaistow. 



Sandown police had 
their eye on Willette for 
some time but the ball start- 
ed rolling after the Atkinson 
police arrested him on vehi- 
cle charges. Atkinson police 
initially arrested Willette for 
operating a motor vehicle 
with a suspended license 
and as an habitual offender, 
after he was caught on sur- 



veillance camera. 

The surveillance camera 
was located at Winfield 
Alloy, a recycling business 
in Atkinson where it is 
alleged that Willette sold 
the stolen metal after strip- 
ping it from for sale or fore- 
closed homes.

CHESTER -Though reg- 
istered sex offender Gary 
Britton's legal counsel has 
submitted documents out- 
lining a desire for a plea 
deal for his two outstanding 
felony charges, nothing is 
official and according to the 
police, their prosecutor has 
different ideas. 

In September, Britton, 
59, formerly of 482 Fre- 
mont Road, reached a deal 
whereby he was sentenced 
to six months in prison for 
failing to make his annual 
report to the police as a reg- 
istered sex offender. Britton 
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is still facing two other 
felony charges of felon in 
possession of a deadly weap- 
on and aggravated felonious 
sexual assault on a minor. 

Britton was initially ar- 
rested by Chester Police in 
September 2011 for failing to 
register as a sex offender. 
Concurrent with that arrest it 
is alleged that child pornog- 
raphy was found in his rent- 
ed home. Later a police 
search turned up a handgun. 

Britton has also been 
charged with aggravated 
felonious sexual assault 
with a female minor, who 
was at the time under 13 
years of age. Police impli- 
cate Britton in a pattern of 
abuse alleged to have taken 
place between March 29, 
1991 and March 29, 1999. 
The victim was born in 
1982. 



The investigation into 
Britton's behavior remains 
open and evolving, accord- 
ing to police. 

Britton remains in 
prison, where he has been 
housed for approximately 
one year. 

According to the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Safety, in 1983 Britton was 
convicted of Aggravated 
Felonious Sexual Assault on 
a victim younger than 13 
years of age. Also on his 
record are previous charges of 
failing to register as an 
offender and a stalking 
charge, both in 2001. In 1979 
he was convicted of indecent 
exposure and lewdness.

CHESTER - On a sug- 
gestion by resident Patrick 
Connelly, the school board 
may be looking into provid- 
ing an additional extra-cur- 
ricular language program at 
Chester Academy. 

Connelly has been meet- 
ing with principal Leslie 
Leahy to discuss the issue in 
some depth but spoke dur- 
ing public comment at the 
Dec. 6 school board meeting 
to give the school board an 
overview and ask for con- 
sideration. 

Connelly said he has 
five children, from kinder- 
garten through ninth grade, 
and he's very happy with 
their schooling but thought 
that it would add to the 
experience to have more 



access to foreign languages. 

Currently the school 
offers Spanish in the sev- 
enth and eighth grades. 

Connelly conceded that 
it was unrealistic to think 
more languages could be 
added to the curriculum, 
given the constraints of the 
school's population and 
budget, and said that having 
an after school program 
would present its own chal- 
lenges. He suggested a third 
way may be the best option, 
as he's seen it meet with 
success elsewhere in the 
state. 

That option would con- 
sist of a group that special- 
izes in languages coming to 
the school on off hours to 
hold language programs for 
the kids. All the school 
needs to do, said Connelly, 
is provide the space for the 



activity. 

The option could let stu- 
dents of all ages participate 
and may even open the 
option for Chester to team 
up with surrounding school 
districts that may also have 
an interest. 

Parents could pay for 
the program, suggested 
Connelly. He noted that stu- 
dents with more language 
offerings in their high 
school days start out at 
square one in the discipline, 
but with a program geared 
toward the younger grades, 
not only would the kids get 
a head start but they could 
gauge their interest before 
signing up for a high school 
class. 

Board members had pos- 
itive remarks about the idea 
and said they would look 
into it.

"We can make an imme- 
diate impact. We're excited 
about the opportunity to 
continue to do good 
things," said Veale. 

The group's most suc- 
cessful fundraiser has been 
the Wason Pond Pounder, a 
3.5 mile obstacle course 
race through the Wason 
property that saw hundreds 
of participants of nearly all 
ages compete.

increase, which he agreed to 
forego again this year. 

The board agreed to keep 
a quarter position for a Title 
I reading teacher that had 
been included in tier one. 

The items removed am- 
ounted to $55,547. 

School board member 
Mike Romick asked for 
more documentation. While 
all the numbers were pre- 
sented to the board by 
Scribner along with last 
year's sums and the percent- 
age increase or decrease, 
Romick complained that he 
needed a higher level over- 
view, especially when he 
reviews the numbers with 
the budget committee. 

"We need to be able to 



explain the 4 percent and 
give some content around 
it," said Romick. 

Chair Royal Richardson 
agreed that while all of the 
information was in the 
budget they were reviewing, 
there wasn't the kind of 
overview that told a story 
about the numbers. He did- 
n't want to get into the 
"weeds" of an expenditure 
right off, but to show where 
costs were mandated or 
fixed and where the district 
could use discretion. 

Richardson said it would 
be a useful tool for dis- 
cussing the numbers with 
the budget committee, as it 
would allow the board to 
provide guidance. He noted 
that as the budget was pre- 
sented, assumptions may be 
made by the committee on 



the numbers that may or 
may not be correct. 

Scribner agreed to work 
out the kind of synopsis 
board members were seeking. 

Members of the public 
and school staff were pres- 
ent at the meeting and 
asked questions. 

In other business Dec. 5: 

• Noting efforts at con- 
serving energy at the 
school, Gaylord recently 
obtained a scope of services 
for the potential installation 
of solar panels at Chester 
Academy. While Gaylord 
said the scope was an early 
step and needed to be 
reviewed and weighed by 
board members, he said he 
had visited another district 
that had had success with a 
similar program.
